The unprecedented number of summer 
weddings in this place and -elsewhere 
along the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad has been Ihe means 
of causing the station employees'to "go 
on strike.

departure have made all the trouble. 
Every evening recently there have been 
from five to twelve bridal parties de- 
part, on'the 9:57 bridal express for New 
York and the South, and every morn-

platforms and stations.

advocate of saving, in the strict mer- 
cenary serse of tho word, still any- 
young mar. who acknowledges condi- 
tions must recognize a true spirit of 
•avlng as -i necessity. 
Then, what is 


•wing? 


Few gereral subjects suggested by 


» question at large might receive as 
•B*ny and varying answers as this 
•ae on hu ;banding one's income. At 
one extreme would be the person who 
•ever letsi go of a dollar until he >s 
forced by necessity to do so. At the 
•th«r extrt me I might cite the person 


. who trust) himself 
so 
little with 


• »oa*y that until he has placed his 
feed weekly or monthly sum devoted 


• t* tb« rainy day in the fortress of 
kto savings bank he does not dare 


walk abroad with purse in his pocket. 


Of these two extreme types, too. 


neither know the first principles of 
saving as it should appeal to Individ- 
ual and community welfare. 


As an illustration of what saving i= 


not, take the small child who is given 
a coin to dispose of as he pleases. 
To him It has no value as money. 
His first thought is for spending Jt, 
So valueless is the coin that If the 
child has no particular need or de- 
sire he will set about studiously to 
conjure up something for which he 
can exch-inge' his money in the least 
possible time. To spend his pWce of 
money, to discover something which 
he may havi- in lieu of the useless 
coin, Is his whole thought. 


THE FIRST LESSON. 


As a first lesson in saving for this 


child a careful parent at the least 


wlll^ree to it that the little one does 
not spend it for something wholly 
useless. 
"Keep it a little while—keep 


it till you find something you want," 
will be his first advice. If the child 
refuses 
the 
advice, either parents 


cease giving it money or they pro- 
vide one of the myriad small savings 
receptacles into which the youngster 
is forced to drop its money for keep- 
Ing. 


How many millions of young and 


old in this country never have passed 
this first primary lesson in saving! 
How many^mlUions never will pro- 
gress beyond it! 
As evidence take 


the remarkable success which comes 
of certain savings banks distributing 
broadcast In the homes the small 
metal banks of which only the receiv- 
ing teller of a bank has the key. 


"You bar* the bank—we bar* the 


key," is the philosophy 
of 
these 


banks in appealing to customers to 
"learn to save." 
There Is nothing 


more inimical to the knowledge of 
saying than Is such a makeshift, 
it 


is the old child lesson of taking the 
coin from the person If he cannot 
make up his mind to keep it In his 
pocket. 
One of the first tests of true 


saving is the ability of a person to 
carry money in his pocket past a 
thousand things which he might like 
Immensely to have, but which he feels 
he cannot afford to buy. 


JJOCKED-BAXK SYSTEM. 


The one impossible fallacy in the 


locked-bank system of "learning ro 
save" is that In this method of sav- 
ing the money must be hidden from 
sight undar an impregnable lock. "I 
must put thi» where I can't get at 
It," "*y* *h« «avin§; person, and with 


the words he puts it past tempting 
him to spend. 


Again, not all saving is with the 


idea of future business needs or the 
exigencies of the proverbial rainy day. 
Frequently the person must save from 
week to week Only that he may meet 
some approaching bill or pressing ne- 
cessity. 
This person may have $5, 


or $10, or ?5jO in his pocket, and yet, 
if he has not the true spirit of sav- 
ing, the having of this money in his 
pocket may tempt him to repeated 
small expenditures. Individually these 
items may be small, but to spend 
even a few cents Idly Is evidence of 
the lack of knowledge of saving, and 
if this impulse be gratified blindly 
the totals may shock most that per- 
son who has been deceived by the 
smallness of the Individual expendi- 
tures. 


Under ordinary conditions no maa 


has a true knowledge of saving who 
cannot 
put 
out of his mind that 


amount of money which ho has In his 
possession and which he might spend 
If he would. 
Uncounted millions of 


dollars are spent which should not 
have been spent; uncounted millions 
of dollars aro, saved which should not 
have been saved 
To distinguish tas- 


tween the dollar which you can't af- 
ford to spend and the dollar which 
you can't afford to save requires the 
sanest possible sense of proportions. 
For one of the anomalies of saving is> 
that, while it may be a virtue, also 
it may be a vice. 
As between tho 


miser and the shiftless spendthrlfi 
the spendthrift it the better citizen. 


No fixed rule of saving ever has 


been set for all men. It never will 
be framed. 
It is only In preserving 


his sense of prop >rtlons In everything 
that a man may hope to fix upon a 
rule to ftt his Individual self. 
And 


that sense of proportion will be taxod 
heavily If he c^n say wisely that ho 
has spent where he should have spent 
and saved only where he should have 
saved. 


But no man over has spent whore 


he should and saved where he should 
who has eccopted the strong-box sys- 
tem of saving. 
At the best, he has 


accomplisned at only fixed periods 
enough of resolution to put his money 
away from him, where it may be too 
difficult /or him to get it again to 
prove a temptation to spend. And, 
putting it there, it may make impos- 
sible that other ffuty of spending it 
when he should. 
The result? 
He 


merely will have begged tbe whoU 
question!

HYPNOTISM ALLEGED. 


The main point made in tire new- 


fight to break the Dolbeer will is that 
those most closely associated with the 
heiress are alleged to have stirred up 
In her mind a suicidal tenden^ which 
she was believed to have inherited from 
her mother. 


In an affidavit Horatio Schander, in 


whose name the action of the contest- 
ants is brought, states that the provi- 
sions of the will be known both to Miss 
Warren and 'Ismar." 
Mr. Schander 


also says that the heiress was treated 
as a child by Miss Warren and that 
Miss Warren explained to her friends 
that she had persuaded her mistress to 
be treated by the hvpnotist, because 
Miss Dolbeer was a great sufferer from 
miirasthenta and other nervous ail- 
ments. 


CONTRADICT MISS WARREN. 
Although Miss Warren, on the stand 
in the trial from which the relatives arc 
to appeal-, testified that Miss Dolbeer 
showed no suicidal <endency, affida- 
vits are now forthcoming to prove that 
she, often said to various friends that 
her mistress feared sho had inherited 
the suicidal tendency of her mother. 


That Miss Dolbeer did not appear to 


be in her normal mind while at the 
Waldorf-Astoria just a few days pre- 
ceding her death, is asserted in a new 
affidavit from- Dr. George Bingham 
Fowler, who attended her at this time. 
Dr. Fowler said that when he called 
upon her at her apartments at the ho- 
tel he found her on a bed with her 
hands clasped about her knees and her 
eyes roving about the room like one 
who was not all right mentally. 


NEW DISCLOSURES. 


Schander, in his astonishing affida- 


vit, says that if given a chance he will 
produce the vast array of newly dis- 
covered evidence bearing upon the will 
contest. 
His affidavit "states that Mrs. 


Otto W. Palage, a hypnotist known to 
the public xmder the name of "Ismar," 
with offices in the Vendome building, 
Turk and Market streets, in 1903 and 
1904, was a. warm personal friend of 
Miss Warren. This friendship for Miss 
Warren and Mrs. Palage, the affida- 
vit states, was of five or six years' 
standing, and that in the years men-

her life. 
Miss Dolbeer, he says, was 


said and

money. The witness says that Miss 
Dolbeer was treated as a child by Miss 
Warren, who, had to struggle with her 
to get her to'obey.

Aftermath of the Fourth. 


The general harvest of death and injury !,to person -and' destruc- 


tion of property followed the celebration of the national holiday this 
year is as usual. The Chicago Tribune, which has been advocating 
for years some saner and less boisterous method of commemorating 
the anniversary of the natal day of the nation than that in vogue 
has been keeping tab on the casualties which follow each annual 
burning of red fire, the indiscriminate discharge of skyrockets, the 
elaborate display of other fireworks and the wholesale explosion of 
nerve-racking and ear-spiitting bombs, firecrackers, .toy pistols and 
other noise producers, and each year's record makes a formidable 
showing. 


The campaign for a so-called sane celebration of the Fourth of 


July makes, however, no headway. It probably never will. It is the 
irrepressible ambition of every small boy to be given rein at least 
one day in the year to revel in noise and fire and smoke and run 
the risk of losing his life or getting maimed in the gratification of 
his heart's desire. And while the evil of it and the peril to life and 
property which the custom creates are duly recognized by the 
majority of people of mature years, there is no concert of action 
among them to produce a radical change. Besides the mamtfachirers 
of explosives and pyrotechnics have built up an enormously profit- 
able business on the present method of 
celebrating the 
Fourth. 


These employ every process known to chemical science and to the 
mechanical arts and every artifice known to trade to keep the busi- 
ness alive. Insurance companies have struggled in vain to suppress 
it in defense of the large interests they have at stake in combustible 
property, and municipalities have legislated with scarcely any bet- 
ter success to keep it under control. 


This year the property losses incurred throughout the country 


on the Fourth have been less-than for many years past, which 
seems to have been due to a general downpour of rain throughout the 
Middle West. The number of fatalities during the last,three years 
have been-much less than the record made in 1903, when they 
totaled 466. But the number of the injured has been* steadily in- 
creasing each year. The fatalities this year exceed, however, the 
record since 1903, while, so far as reported, the injured represent less 
than one-half the number of any Fourth of July celebrated since the 
record was begun to be kept.

Second Coal Famine Improbable. 


A Rock Springs, Wyoming, dispatch anticipates that the suits 


brought by the government to recover from the Union Pacific Coal 
Company coal lands, which it is alleged were illegally acquired, will 
cause a further shortage of coal throughout the West, as three of the 
big collieries have been shut down. Last winter there was a serious 
shortage in the fufl supply on this coast; but it was then attributed 
to the congestion of traffic on the transcontinental railroads; the 
destruction by the great conflagration of the stocks'stored by San 
Francisco importers, and to other causes foreign, save in the case of 
Seattle, to the shutting down of productive mines. Importations of 
foreign coal had almost ceased, partly owing to the displacement of 
coal in the furnaces of locomotives and water craft of all kinds by 
fuel oils and crude petroleum, which put an al'most complete stop to 
coal importation from Australia, and partly because labor troubles 
had temporarily suspended production in the British Cloumbia col- 
lieries. 


The combination of unfavorable conditions last year caught 


everybody engaged in the coal trade unprepared for such an emer- 
gency.' A coal famine set in, and famine prices ruled through the 
winter, to the great distress of all of the communities clustered 
around San Francisco. Last year's shortage in the coal supply was 
unavoidable and virtue had to be made of circumstances wh'ich were 
unforeseen and against which no timely provision could be made. 


..; Circumstances are different somewhat this year. .Timely warn- 


ing is given months in advance of the approach of winter that one 
source of supply is cut off by litigation tying up the properties in 
dispute. It is true that the Rock Springs coal region did not furnish 
a large supply for this coal market, as the cost of delivery by rail 
made the price almost prohibitory to consumers; and, since the 
adoption, by the railroad companies of fuel oil for the generation 
of steam in their locomotives, only a limited quantity of coal has 
been drawn from that source. 'The collieries of Japan have beeu 
shipping cargoes to this State through the year, and the Australian 
coal trade has been partially restored. No coal famine, however, 
ought to exist in any part o/ this State during the coming winter. 
Importers have ample time to reach out for an ample supply from 
foreign fields, for the free highway of the sea is open to reach all of 
them. Some of the western States that have been drawing their 
fuel supply chiefly from the Wyoming collieries may experience a 
coal famine as serious as that of last year; but we do not anticipate 
any such calamity being repeated - in this State. The great coal 
fieltis stretching along the Alaskan, coast ought to be able to supply 
all our wants with good coal deliverable to consumers at a reason- 
able price,

Not since the sensational and disgust- 
ing exposures by William T. Stqad of the Cleveland streetaft air/' 
has such a revolting condition of society been- bared to *he 
public in the infamy of its nakedness. The,Cleveland;street 
scandal, which almost threw London into a state of civil war, 
took in some of the nobles and one of the royal family, but 
the "Knights of the Round Table," the name by which the1 clique 
that has disgraced Germany is known, includes scions of the 
noblest named of the Kaiser's realm.

The affair was exposed by the leader of the Socialists 


and a newspaperman-conducting a Socialistic publication called 
The Future. He. by a series of delicate and difficult investi- 
gations at last got hold of sufficient definite ^formation on 
which to base a series of articles reflecting upon the morality 
of the men closest to the Kaiser, who, as all the world knows, is 
a family man. 


At first the attacks were regarded as mere politics, but as

It only took a short time to convince him that he 
was mixed up with as dirty a set of outcasts as the world has 
known. When he was furnished with the revolting details of 
the orgies in which one of his cousins participated, he became 
furious and immediately issued an edict banishing him from 
the country.

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"That bull-headed mick, Calhoun, is a fighter, sure," said 


a man on a Sutter street car the other day. It is strange what 
an association of ideas there is in a name. Because Calhoun's 
Christian name is Patrick, the great majority of people think 
he must be an Irishman. They were never more mistaken in 
their lives. 
. . 


Calhoun's ancestors came from Ireland, it is true, but that 


was quite a while before the Revolutionary War. The original 
Irish immigrant was named Patrick Calhoun, and for him the 
street car magnate was named. A more immediate ancestor, 
-however, was John C. Calhoun, Secretary of War, Secretary 
of State, United States Senator and twice Vice-President, who, 
with Daniel Webster and Henry Clay, formed the great tri- 
umvirate that harassed Andrew Jackson, Patrick Calhoun 
betrays his Southern origin in his speech, but he is neither 
voluable nor demonstrative. With him fighting is rather an 
inherited instinct and a point of honor rather than of blood- 
' fury. , He'fights with the deadly <;ahnness<xf a man who counts 
t}ie cost but does not shrink from it 
> 


The common mistake of assuming Galhoun to be an Irish- 


man'reminds me that PafrickfHoble, for; many years superin- 
tendent of the Potrero Rolling Mis, was generally supposed 
to be an Irishman. He was bom in South Carolina, and 


"* 
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either his father or grandfather was once Governor of the 
State. In the Noble, as well as the Calhoun family, Patrick 
is a favorite Christian name. The Nobles originally came from 
the north of Ireland. Pat Noble served two or three terms in 
the Board of Supervisors, and was a good programmer. He was 
also a man of nerve. 


Heney*s scrap with Harrison Gray Otis in Los Angeles is 


being watched with great interest here. Otis is the most un- 
poular man in the State with politicians and union , labor, 
but he is a good fighter, and has made his newspaper very much 
feared. Heney, however, has tackled him on his ,own ground, 
and has started in to force the Jighting. In consequence, the 
old story of the killing of Dr. Handy at Tucson, Arizona, has 
been revived, and also the story of Heney's connection* with 
the notorious Mackrott case in the Arizona courts. How the 
scrap will terminate, I cannot say, but the beginning is a tre- 
mendous cannonade of charge and counter-charges. Heney 
has already threatened to send Otis to the penitentiary, and 
Otis has replied that Heney would not be talking long if the 
gallows had it deserts. 


I am told that Heney has political ambitions. He does, 


not want to be mayor or district attorney, or anything like 
that, but he aspires to the Governorship or the Senate. He 
wants ^o follow in the footsteps of Joe Folk of Missouri, who 
became Governor on the strength of sending a lot of boodlers 


to jaiL But Folk did not grant immunity to the boodlers or 
continue them in office after they had confessed their crimes* 


If Heney really desires political office, he has shown ex- 


traordinary boldness in making charges and acquiring enemies. 
Nearly all of the newspapermen with whom he has come in con- 
tact have taken a dislike to him, and f|ew newspaper publishers 
have any liking for him. His undisguised contempt for news- 
papers and newspapermen in general Uras not endeared him to 
the profession. He has attempted to play the press censor in 
a manner that has set everybody's teeth on-edge. Neverthe- 
less, he has been boostej. right along by the press, and may 
think he can continue ^to hold the newspapers down. 


Atrain and again Heney has stated that when it comes tp 


voting, he would sooner trust the workingmen than the mer- 
chants. He-said that at the Merchants' banquet in the Fairmont 
hotel, and took occasion to repeat it during the Schmitz trial, 
That time he said he would say it ^anywhere and everywhere,1 


and Rudolph Spreckels only smiled, 


It would be strange it Heney did not have political aspira- 


tions. He is not drawing a salary as Assistant District Attorney, 
and the law forbids his acepting of fees for doing Ms duty as 
a public officer. He is therefore giving his time and legal ability 
to the prosecution without pay, ostensibly at least: Very few 
men* would be so'patriotic and public-spirited as to drop a lu- 
crative private business to become a public prosecutor without 
remuneration. In the natural order of things, one would expect 
him to seek his reward in political preferment, so nobody need 
be surprised if Heney should blossom out as a candidate for 
Governor, or the United States Senate. 


The labor leaders in the interior towns are urging upon the 


labor leaders of San Francisco to put an end to the strikes 
and the troubles in the labor world generally. So many men 
have been thrown out of employment here that they have been 
compelled to look; for jobs elsewhere. They have flocked into 
places like Sacramento, Stockton, Los Angeles, Fresno and 
Santa Rosa, and are interfering with the local workers. They 
are glutting the labor market and in many cases taking jobs 
from other union men. 


This is causing a great "deal of complaint and dissatis- 


faction, and the labor leaders in the interior towns are demand- 
ing protection for their own unions. The presence of a lot of 
idle mechanics in the various towns tends to have a depressing 
effect on the wage'scale. It makes the employers independent, 
and tends to weaken the discipline of the unions. It also makes 
workmen more docile and subservient to the boss. 


This is why organized labor in tlie interior towns is inter- 


vening in the labor situation in San Francisco. Sacramento 
and Stockton unions insist that the San Francisco unions set- 
tle their own troubles and not continue conflicts which are re- 
acting on the unions in other towns -and producing conditions 
very detrimental to organized labor. 


That is why the labor leaders are so anxious to settle the 


car strike. They would like to settle it on any terms provided 
they can get the union recognized. But the sticking point is 
that Calhoun refuses io have anything to do with Cornelius, so 
there the letter stands. The deadlock in the car situation is 
making trouble, for union labor in every town in California.

The Food and Drugs Act, June SO, 


lfO«, popularly known as the National 
Pure Food Law, among other things 
provided for a commls'sion to make 
rules and regulations for the carrying 
out of the act. The commission met 
IB New York in 
September, 190$, to 


formulate such regulations. 
Prior to 
the issuance thereof the commission 
Invited Interested persons to appear 
ttfltd offer suggestions by brief and oral 
argument as to the manner in which 
the various 
provisions of the 
act 


should be covered by the regulations. 
To facilitate-this hearing, thecommls- 
•Jfeft segregated the various • questions 
nfeder separate heads, such as "MIs- 
Bf»nding,"'"I*3e o< Preservatives," etc. 
The California growers and packers 
of dried fruits sent representatives to 
these hearings, the expense of which 
•was wholly paid by the packers who 
Died and orally argued an

brief on the 
question of sulphuring 
dried fruits, and asked that the use of 
splphur be permitted as a germicide 
and preservative, provided the amount 
of sulphur dioxide (precipitated

mined to disappear until he could make 
up his mind just what he had ought to 
do.Investigation by the bank revealed the 
possible truth of Wilson's story and also 
developed the fact that the pickpocket 
secured $1716 in cash.

I can recall some very singular in- 
stances about a moocher who fre- 
quently visited the Salvation Army 
headquarters. The Incident Impressed 
me immensely and I will relate it at 
this moment. 


MOOCHER WANTS CHARITY. 
"The man regarded 
placidly, yet 


with Inscrutable look, the tin pans, 
old coats and vests, hats and other 
wearing apparel In the shop. 
What 
he was thinking about it would riot 
be hard to say. He was a large, mid- 
dle-aged man, coarsely dressed and 
of rather a forbidding face. He was 
seated in one corner of the army 
Junk shop and gave the Impression of 
a surly, > Introspective 
nature. 
The 


old moocher,"or panhandler, as he is 
known to the keepers of the salvation 
quarters, looked at the prices of the 
various commodities that were for 
sale'at the bargain counters, which 
were listed as follows:

"Beds from 40 cents'up: men's hats 


from 10 cents to 20 cents and up; 
men's coats from 15 to 50 cents up; 
stoves from 25 t'6 50 cents, while they 
last; ladles* shoes from 10. to 26 cents; 
men's shoes from 10 to 30 cents; over- 
coats, .40 cents; a well-made suit of 
clothes for $1. 
"For 50 cents or $1, a fine pair of 


clothes; felt hats at 50, cents apiece; 
straw hats, all new, for 5 cents; wash 
waists, 15 cent's; silk waists, 10 cents; 
cotton waists lined with silk, ,'10 + 
cents; coats,'25 cents; shlrtslrfrorn 15 
to 25 cents; 
shoes 
from 10 to 26 


cents; bed lounges from 10 cents up. 
"When the mooches had looked at 


the things long enough, he • said he 
was too poor to purchase any of them 
and walked away with angry -words 
on his lips. . He expected that he was 
going to be clothed at the expens^Kf 
the army without any exertion on his 
own part. We frequently'have deal- 
ings with this 
kind of men. 
They 


really have no conscience or religion. 
They are mere ha'nger*-oh."

The bulletin Is of the greatest archae- 
ological value, and explains that Shell 
Mound and other

gion. 


PAVIMOX OX TOP. 


The mound, which was probably 


first observed by the famous traveler, 
Fagos, in 1774, now forms a conppic- 
uous feature of the recreation grounds 
known as Shell Mound Park, its top 
being crowned by a wooden pavilion 
distinctly visible from the windows of 
passing trains 
Jt was situated origin- 


ally upon the bank of Temescal creek, 
a location chosen by reason 
of 
the 


proximity 
of 
fresh 
water. 
This 


mound, like others, was not, as is 
pften 
erroneously stated, a burial 


ground, but rather the site for dwell- 
ing- places or abodes for the living. 


The burials made there are explain- 


ed by the fact that many tribes of a

follow the 


custom of burning their dead under- 
neath their feet m (he ground upon 
which they live in order to protect th/> 
graves against disturbances, and alsb 
to enjoy the protection of the spirits 
of the dead against their enemies.

Following the completion of 
the tunnel an upper vertical cut was 
made to afford a view of all the strata 
contained in the mound, which were 
ten in number. Among the constitu- 
ents of the mound may be mentioned 
shells, of which oyster, mussel shells 
and clams predominate; 
bones of a 


large number of animals, among them 
deer, elk, sea otter, beaver, squirrel, 
rabbit, \\ikl cat, wolf, bear, sea lion, 
whale, turtle, etc.; fire places, known 
by beds several feet In length, con- 
sisting 
of 
charcoal 
and 
yellowish 


ashes, which were evidently employed 
by the Indians In the preparation of 
food; human remains and relics, in- 
cluding the bones of men and various 
artifacat. 


SKEUETONS FOUND. 


Ten graves containing skeletons were 


found in the process of excavation, 
showing that during certain periods the 
custom of burial beneath the dwelling 
places was observed, 
A large number 


of calcfned specimens indicates that the 
inhabitants of this region practiced cre- 
mation of their dead, burying all per- 
sonal belongings with the body. 
It 


was customary also to throw a liberal 
supply of shellfish into the fire as food' 
for the departed on their long journey 
Into the next world.

of the graves was not elaborate.

was employed it must have been of 
perishable materials, for there are now

her personally 
for the rescue of some 


soldiers.

Sherman and Admiral Dewey in

For seventeen years of that 
time he \\as a hopeless paralytic, and 
his daughter did al? the work beside 
rowing her sister each day across the 
bay to school in Newport. 


Twenty-eight years ago Miss Lewis 


jvas made the official lighthouse keeper. 
In addition to these burdens the woman 
had the care of a helplessly Invalided 
mother for ten years. 


The duties of a lighthouse keeper are 


particularly arduous even for a man. 
The reservation Is to be kept up and 
the apparatus and buildings must be at 
all times spotlessly clean and painted. 


The Lime Rock lighthouse is on a 


barren pile of rocks which for days at a 
tine during great storms 1§ thoroughly 
cut off by the waves.

seldom become professionals;

from artisans who take to the game or 
from the apprentices at clubmaklng, 
In this country tHo caddies aic school- 
boys, who carryf clubs at odd times on 
the links to add to their pocket monej^' 
They go from school to clerical woik 
or trades and some of them return to 
the links as amateur golfers in later 
years. 
"Professional golf has had few al- 
lurements to the caddies, who have ha^ 
the keen eye for the future character- 
istic of tfright young Americans; but 
whenever a good job has been reveal- 
ed there has been a home bred to fill it. 
"The best clubs will be satisfied with 
none' but golfers of proved skill, but 
many of the smaller clubs have pro- 
moted a Caddie who showed aptitude ' 
for the work to be professional and [ 
caretaker vof 
the club shop. Even 
where there are Scotch and , English 
professionals a home bred is usually 
head caddie and in line of promotion 
if he becomes an expert golfer. 
"There is no jealousy of the home 
breds on the part of the professionals 
from the other side, and In the West- 
ern and Eastern associations of profe-- 
sional golfers the home breda are val 
ued and welcome as members. Any 
one who plays the game honestly ana 
is capable when In the vein of a round

SEEMS TO BE A FAILURE 


Thoroughbreds Are Nervous and High- 


strung and Will Not Act Like Autom- 


atons at Barrier. 


NET1* YORK, July «.—There has 


been so much talk pro and con In con- 
nection with the method of starting 
the horses on the Eastern tracks that 
a canvass of n*arly every prominent 
horseman at Gravewnd yesterday was 
made, and it was tru|y surprising the 
unanimous opinion that ejrists in favor 
of the starter being given the privilege 
of starting his fields as he deems best 
under any circumstances that 
may 


arise; 
in other word's, not compelling 


him to bring all the horses to a stand 
before releasing the barrier, says the 
New Tori- Eveajmg Telegram. Out of 
more than twenty trainers and owners 
who were asked to 'give their opinion 
there was not one but advocated the 
walking up start In preference to the 
system now employed. The majority 
bflievc in discretionary power being 
given the starter 
to get the horses 


away us best he can, no matter if he 
calls them to break when twenty yards 
from the barrier, so long as they are 
aligned.

"It is the only way to start 
horses," said he, "for It Is the natural 
way and gives every horse a chance, 
and will create more consistent racing, 
as It will eliminate the chances of a 
faat sprinter coming across a field of 
horses at the start and killing their 
chanc«>s at once." 


"Billy" Lakeland would welcome the 


change, as It would 
give the 
best 


horses a chance. 
"It is the present 


system that makes many of the starts 
look bad, owing to the crowding and 
cutting across horses In their efforts to 
get Into their stride." said ke. "With 
a moving start all the horses would be- 
straight and they wonld run straight, 
which would avoid much of the pres- 
ent Interference that one sees every 
day. If a horse's head is turned the 
least !>lt sideways when the barrier Is 
raised he is--£olng to interfere with the 
horse nearest him before a rider can 
straighten him up. I think the mov- 
ing start system would' be a welcome 
changa."

"Charley" Durnell was decidedly in 


favor of the walk-up start. "There is 
one thing it would do sure," said- he. 
"It would aave many a horse, as the 
standing start i» injurious to a horse's 
knee owing- to the strain' that he ia put 
to to iret going.

£0 MILES AN HOUR 


LONDON, July 6.—A dispatch to 


the Dally Mail from Berlin says that 
Major Von Cressi's dirigible balloon

The great canyon In which are the 


cliff dwellings is now under the pro- 
tection of the United States Govern- 
ment and the custodian's cabin conies 
suddenly Into view at the last turn 
of 
an 
intensely 
interesting 
road. 


Above the little log cabin the Amer- 
ican flag floats warnlngly, but alas! 
Uncle Sam raised the protecting sign 
almost too la^te 
The vandal had al- 


ready d-evasted walls which time Itself 
had not molested. 
The United States 


custodian is W. H. Pierce, who is not 
the least Interesting feature of a visit 
to Walnut Canyon. 
The snows of 


many winters "have whlte»ed his hatr, 
but the active old scorn can tire out 
atveral group* of-sight-ge«rs, and his 
cheerful spirit "makes less wearisome 
many & hard climb. 


Accompanied by Mr. .Pierce .our 


party enters the canyon, about 10 
o'clock, and a few moments later the 
overhanging cliffs that centuries ago 
sheltered an extinct race met our 
awed gaze, from where we first saw 
the cliff dwellings they sesm to ding 


jeerielike to apparently inaccessible, 
1 ledges. 
The signs of human handl- 


Jwork 
are 
plainly 
discernible 
and 


incongruous up there, hundreds of 


> feet above the pines and undergrowth 
, that fill the canyon's bed with ver- 
dure, and one wonders by what 
chance the Inhabitants of these long- 
deserted dwellings were brought to 
build In the strange recesses that lie 
in almost precipitous cliffs. Did they, 
perchance, seek shelter there from 
pursuing foes, or did the nomadic 
spirit characteristic even today of the 
American urge them to forsake their 
. tents and caves for newer and more 
ambitious home structures? And how 
long since these fortresslike 
cliffs 


echoed and re-echoed with the voices 
of a people who have disappeared 
and left no clue by which they may 
be followed Into the present? Sci- 
entists puzzle over these things in 
vain, for it may be hundreds or even 
thousands of years since man lived 
and struggled and died in the places 
that now know only the curious and 
casual visitor. 


The ledge of o\erhanging cliffs under 
which are the ruins is almost parallel on 
both sides of the canyon- and. probablv 
a hundred feet above what was apparently 
once a broad river. Now, however, not 
a drop of water is to be found tn the 
vicinity even, and the deserted dwellings 
lie 500 or more feet above the bed of 
the canyon, 
Bacrlllgiaus vandal hands, 
that spare nothing when a dollar Is prom- 
ised, have all but destroyed many of ths 
cliff dwellings in the search, for buried 
! treasure and pottery, but some are still 
in a fair state of preservation. 
Three sides of each of these homes—the, 
roof, the back wall and the Hod*1—Were 
provided by nature. 
Then small rocks 
were gathered by the Indian architect* 
and built into dividing walls, held to- 
gether with clay and front a foot., and a 
Half to two feet thick. 
A few of the 
walls show a tiny window set diagonally 
and with face toward,the canyon's-month, 
which wouW indicate'-that, there were 
enemies to be watched for and guarded 
against: Some of the rooms are- exceed- 
ingly small, not more* than * five feet 
soiMre, while others are almost spacious. 
The overhanging rock roof of each is 
black frith soot and the doors were evi- 
dently rso kwr and so narrow that few 
white men could enter at aft and none 
with ease.-

The precipitous eUasb down into the 


desperately wherever a shrub promises 
support, Is not , alluring to the average 
visitor to Walnut canyon, but four of^our 
party made, the Arlp and were well re*, 
warded for their pains. Wild roses rearer!

The cliff dwellings on the far side ot 
the canvon are'fairly well preserved, and 
If one has no feminine fears of centl- 
-pt*l«s and lizards one may crawl Into a 
soot-blackened room, and there, if • onelr3 
imagination Is strong enough, commune 
In spirit wlthv those first Americans, -who 
"builded better than thev knew." Here 
one of those primitive stone masons left 
the finprlnt of his hand In the clay cover- 
Ing; of a wall.

a school girl.

Kiev, Russia, where the Laletsky fam- 


her statement and they entered into a 
compact, according to the diary, to 
leave Kiev together and enter on a 
campaign, the purpose of which should 
be to force the mother to gtye up the 
information and the money. 
NlCblai 


told the governess she long had been 
secretly in love with her, and would 
marry her as soon as the money was 
obtained. 
They left KJey in company 


and went to St. Petersburg, not tell- 
ing the mother where they were go- 
ing, their purpose, or when they would 
return. 
The iatter does not seem, ac- 


cording to the diary, to have been 
.greatly concerned in her daughter's 
movements. 
When in St. Petersburg, the diary 


states, Louise Datone wrote a letter to 
Nicolai's mother, stating that the 
daughter had threatened repeatedly to 
commit suicide, and once had attempt- 
ed it. 
Nicolai states that the purpose 


of this was to see how much her moth- 
er was interested In her welfare. 
No 
mention is made of a reply, nor Is there 
any later reference to it. 


The preparation for the assuming of 


male disguise consumed about two 
years, and the actual occurrences began 
to take place in 1892. 
It was, appar- 


ently, In 1891, that Louise Ratone, af- 
ter the two girls had been at St. Pe- 
tersburg a short time, wrote a letter to 
the late M. Pobodonostseft telling him 
the chief facts of Nicolai's alleged case 
and asking for an interview.
